The Ret, Mr. Adam waa next called and 
eximiiied by the COLON! ALftrX'HETARY .. 
follows:— Ws* a member of lb* total abaiinelttr 
Bociely in thia oniony, and hod been connected 
with similar locieiic* for about ten yean. It 
wsuld be difficult to aay what wa* lliu strength 
of the Teetotal Societies throughout the colony. 
1'h* society witness belonged lohxd about Mini 
aigaalurea upon it* roll ; should think that tem- 
perance was on the increaae; there were many 
branch societies throughout the colony ; there 
were many persona who occasionally seceded or 
broke the pltdge, but they might rejoin tbc 
society in theae caaea, whpn they thought In 
to do so. Had observed (hat the amount 
of spirit* vsketi from the bonded 
store* during the lsat three. yesra 
had remained about the tame, notwithstanding 
the increase of population ; this waa caused 
partly by the progress of tcmpermoe. and 
partly by smuggling and illicit retaliation. 
Should fear thai a reduction in the duliea 
would iiiirviae drunkenness, as there war* 
tniny persona whose habile were ao depraved 
In this respect, thst they already dnnk aa much 
liquor aa they could procure. Should think it 
better to prohibit (be use it spirits sltogcthor. 
if th* revenue would admit of It- This 
had been dona in many pert* of the 
United State* of America ; and it wes 
surprising how good art effect these raeaeure* 
had had. Tba (litninutirm of crime, of poverty, 
and of disease, waa vtry great. Ii wa* princi- 
pally to the New England Urates, and to New 
Jersey, thai lh* witneaa referred. Thbt ms* 
sura wu oommenced about aix or aeven 
years ago, and nf lata ita influence wai plainly 
ahnwn on the official raiumi of crime, lie, 
wherever th* temperance movement had taken i 
a great hold. The mode pursued waa for the 
authorities of the various towns to folbid 
the licensing of houses for the sale of 
liquor. Wherever liquor was found in thew 
places It wsa aaixed and spilt on the ground, 
ind the party in whose posscasion (t waa taken 
ws* treated ss a criminal ; but witness could not 
say what was th* puni.luTient. In the Oregon 
territory, the inttoductiiut of spirits bad been 
prohibited altogether ; should think Ibe state 
of society in this colony would warrant a total 
prohibition, which must be enforced as 
any other prohibttion ; but the present 
punishment* for smuggling wu far too 
lenient. The punishment ought to be on* which 
woo Idbnngdisgrscr upon th us* who reeei red il, 
and although he would not inflict lh* aaaxe 
puniahment aa for the on in* of murder, that* 
was no moral distinction between thai prune 
and the act uf one who knowingly dissemiuaied 
tbi! poison. Th, power of carrying out thia 
prohibition wss in America vested in the mu- 
nicipal authorities, but the CcTfjevaliow here 
waa a vary disertatly cotwMttltsd body : fee im. 
America, the contests al municipal etccifona 
wen decided between lb* temperance and 
snti-lempcrsaca parlies. MfaouJd scarcely 
think it possible lo carry out measures which 
were not for tilted by public opinion, bat aoxld 
nevertheless propose the adoption of any rrjei- 
sures necessary for the wall-being of ibe people, 
as a prohibition of apihu really 
should hoe* thai the - 
effected— should think 
just to lax tea and sugar, whioh 
sarins of life. 

By Mr. HAMILTON: The slste of Ame- 
rica, with regard to iutoxieitioo, wu veiy bad 
before the ta-in,-rrantp movement, and it waa 
very difficult to get any law passed to cheek 
this ceil, as it ws* looked upon aa an i« fringe- 
merit upon public liberty, A law ol thia kind 
ws* attempted in Peniuvyliani* on one rrcea- 
sion , but bad not been tried nunc, 

lly Mr. ltOBlNSON : But few of the 
sailon coming to this post attended the 
Seaman's Chapel, of which witneaa wu the 
chaplain. 

By Mr. I1ERHY : Thar* wss a duly upon 
imported spirits in America 

By Ur. I. ASH. J-hs ponulation of 
this coluny waa scarcely analogous to 
that of Ametica. Waa dia posed lo 
think that there wss a greater amount of pub- 
lie opinion in favour of the prohibition of 
spirit* altogether, Dun many had auppoaed ; 
ahould not regard the prohibition In liie light 
of a penal law : foriheevila of intemperance 
were eo great, ihat such a law was rather to be 
regarded aa one for the protection of the com- 
munity generally. Among a British popula- 
tion like that of thia colony, the influence and 
stamp of Buthotiiy would greatly tend to ea- 
tabliah the principle of temperance, and carry 
out my legislative ptahtblticA, which wee nol 
the case in a population like that of America. 
Should not regard a law which prevented a nun 
from injuring and destroying himself u an 
interference with hie person «1 liberty ; should 
think that the provjeied reduction of duties 
would lower the pear* to the consumer, and 
would increase drunkenness. 

By Mr. HLAND ; Alcohol bad only been 
known during the tut HOv years, and it wu 
only during the lul 2tM> years that spirits had 
got Into general use. The ancients did not en- 
tertain so different an opinion as to lh* uae of 
intoxicating liquora from Ike modem teetr> 
taiera as wsa luppoaed, for the ancient wines 
were, for ths moat part without oloebol. 
There bad been erroneous opinion* aa to 
the propriety of using spirituous liquora, aad 
rnsny persons who hsd In some degree aban- 
doned the use of them, might lure bun led to 
nlapse by lh* injudicious prescriptions of me- 
dical men.
